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It has long been a mooted point among meta- 
physicians and general philosophers, how far man 
is a creature of circumstance or predestination, or 
the instrument of his own will and of his own 
acts. As yet it has not been definitely settled, 
and so far is it from our intention to force the 
question to a precipitate solution, that we will 
instance the life and remarkable career of the 
renowned individual whose name and alias 
heads this chapter, as an example that may sway 
the pendulum of philosophical deduction with a 
heavier tendency either to one side or the other. 
Unlearned as we are in the science of metaphy- 
sics, and simple as are our pretensions to a criti- 
cal acquaintance with the moves and stops 
which urge or check the human destiny, wheth- 
er for good or ill, we still think we can venture 
to assert that Lyman Parkes was the victim of 
his own genius, and a combination of adverse 
circumstances over which he could exercise no 
control. That he could have closed his hand 
and turned his faee against the temptations 
which were so assiduously offered to his embar- 
rassments and his ambition, at any period in his 
progressive descent info the abyss of crime, is 
most true; but we are nevertheless obliged to 
make a charitable contrast between inherent de- 
pravity and a forced obliquity of moral conduct, 
which lies betWeen the two antipodes of virtu- 
ous youth and final reformation. 

Lyman Parkes was born in a small town in 
the State of Massachusetts, of virtuous and re- 
spectable parents, who, in accordance with the 
general custom of the inhabitants of that State, 
bestowed on him the rudiments of a substantial 
education. At a very early age he gave eviden- 
ces of those parts which afterwards so distin- 


guished him, and his brightness, vivacity of dis-_ 


position and good nature, rendered him a uni- 
versal favorite with his companions, his teach- 
ers and the people of the town. The humble 
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condition of his parents would not enable them 
to continue Lyman at his studies beyond the 
novitiate usual to the children of people in ordi- 
nary circumstances; but being an apt, studious 
and enterprising scholar, he had at the time of 
his withdrawal, at the age of twelve, made con- 
siderable progress in mathematics, natural phi- 
losophy and its concomitant knowledge of 
chemistry. The bent of young Parkes’ genius 
for scientific studies had been observed, but an 
accident diverted it, and decided his destiny. 
He had formed, as is a common circumstance 
at school with youth of gentle dispositions, an 
attachment to a little girl of nearly his own age, 
the strength of which was evinced by the long 
and frequent rambles which he made in her 
company. These youthful and artless /iaisons are 
the touchstones which assay the ductile mind. 
They give life to the qualities of the intellect as 
the fire gives shape and color to written char- 
acters which without its application would be 
invisible. In short it turns the mental treasure 
intocoin. If a youthhas imagination he writes 
verses ; if he is resolute he becomes heroic, if 
he has “ taste,” and “ size” and “ figure”’ phre- 
nologically stamped he draws the likeness of 
his little dulcinea. Parkes had all the sequali- 
ties, bitt the last were strongest, and accident 
directed that they should be quickened with the 
promethean impulse. In one of his rambles 
with his sweetheart, Parkes had provided him- 
self with a huge lump of chalk and planing it to 
a smooth surface with a knife, he commenced 
upon the yielding tablet a likeness of the little 
girl, and in the course of an hour’s patient ap- 
plication he had accomplished, with the aid of 
an old shoemaker’s awl which he had obtained 
for the purpose, a lined likeness of the most as- 
tonishing faithfulness. After admiring this to 
their heart’s content, the artist and his subject 
returned in triumph to the village, and the for- 
mer, after’some modest struggles with his reso- 
lutions, displayed the virgin effort of his genius 
to a confidential acquaintance. By this means 
the circumstance became known, and at length 
reaching his parents, and through them travel- 
ling with acclamation round the village, it was 








decided by the majority that the young artist 
had a genius which was calculated to shine in 
inscriptions upon stone, in the way of che- 
rubims and weeping willows upon tombs. By 
universal agreement he was therefore bound out 
to a marble cutter, by the name of in the 
town of Lanesborough, Massachusetts. Thus 
did these simple people misdirect the germ, 
which, had it have been properly cultivated and 
directed, would have accomplished the highest 
flights of honorable art. 

Parkes was an industrious and attentive ap- 
prentice to his employer, but though he soon 
acquired a proficiency which far excelled that of 
the most capable workman in the shop, his 
genius was dissatisfied and repined at the 
meagre limit and unworthy degree to which it 
had been consigned. He was ambitious, and a 
secret, burning pride, which is the natural off- 
spring of an aspiring mind, made him look for- 
ward hopefully to a better destiny than that of a 
mere chiseller of formal characters, and mo- 
notonous outlines upon monumental marble. He 
became abstracted and thoughtful in his manner, 
and instead of taking part in the usual enjoyments 
of his more mercurial companions, he secluded 
himself in his chamber, and applied himself 
assiduously to the study of the science of chem- 
istry. As he progressed, he left the theory of 
the page for the actual experiment of the fluid 
and the crucible, and it was not long before he 
had acquired a proficiency which would not 
have disgraced a student of the celebrated Lei- 
big. Sober, thoughtful and reserved, his con- 
duct was a proverb among the people of Lanes- 
borough, and the reputation for profound learn- 
ing which his midnight studies and untiring ap- 
plication gained for him among the rude country 
people amounted almost to a feeling of reverence. 

Having commenced his solitary studies with- 
out method, and pursued the different features of 
the science according to the variations of his 
whim, Parkes, like most voluntary and self- 
instructed students, was apt to rove from branch 
to branch of the system, and whenever an idea 
would fasten itself upon his eager imagination, 
he would abandon his previous routine to follow 
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attention to the art, made him_ its. masterpand “a 
able to compete with the most-skilful workman 3 
in the business. He still remained: at his trade vs 


of marble cutting after he was out of his time, 

and his superior and rapid workmenship pro- 

duced him a handsome living. Encouraged by 

the prosperity of his condition, Lyman took a 

wife at the age of twenty-two, but whether it . 
was the mistress of his boyish love, whose pret- 

ty picture gave the first direction to his destiny, 

our memoranda does not tell. We have only to 

say in relation to this, that for the romance of 

the story, it ought to have been. In due time 

the connection was crowned with a daughter, 

but at the expiration of two years from her 

birth, the mother died. Being left desolate hy 

this misfortune, and having no associations to 

fall back upon to console him for the deprivation, 

Parks neglected his business, secluded himself 
in the house, and sunk into a profound misan- 

thropy. While thus consuming the flower of 
his life, there were operations going cn in anoth- 

er portion of the continent, amon‘ parties of 
whom he had never drearned, which were des- 

tined to alter the whole complexion of his future 

career. 

















































At the period of which we write, the northern 
portion of the United States and Lower Canada, 
was infested with extensive gangs of counter- 
feiters, whose secret operations ahd comprehen- 
sive connections, flooded both countries with 
enormous issues of spurious notes. These ras- 
cals owed their flourishing condition and their 
impunity from detection and punishment, to the 
facility with which they could transfer them- 
selves and their ‘“‘bogus” machinery, from one 
country to the other. If suspected in their 
operations in the British province, and pursued 
by officers, some accomplice in the very confi- 
dence of the authorities themselves, or perhaps 
a connection of them, gave timely notice, and 
the “spotted” members of the band slipped over 
the border, and snapped their fingers in the 
faces of the pursuers, who, for lack of an ex- 
tradition treaty dared not pursue them beyond 
their own jurisdiction; and vice versa, the same . 
course was pursued when the alarm came from 
the other side. By this means, and by the fa- 
cilities always in the possession of successful 
and wealthy roguery, these villains were secute 
against arrest and could confidently defy séti- 
ous misadventure. Connecting with their cout- 
terfeiting schemes other nefarious and illicit op- 
erations, successful smuggling, and even high- 
way robbery, formed a portion of their occasion- 
al divertisements, and fattening with the con- 
tinual harvest, not a few,of them became power- 
ful and wealthy. 

The most dangerous, extensive, and daring of 
these bands held their head quarters at Se. 
Amiens, Canada, a short distance from the north 
eastern boundary, where it skirts the state of 
Vermont, and it numbered among its most dis- 
tinguished members, Benjamin and Reuben 
Moses, John Gleason, all celebrated as engra- 
vers ; Dr. Hurd and Dr. Charles Mitchell, re- 
nouned as able penmen; and Smith Davig 
Willard Gleason and others, notorious and per 
severing wholesale dealers for the supply of in- 
ferior and peripatetic agents. Most of the above 
parties have rendeted themselves famous for their ‘ 
exploits and eventful careers in this country.—

suspension of specie payments in this country 
““@titing the wat of 1812, by counterfeiting the 
RMumerous shin-plasters which were issued by 
tradesmen and others, to supply the want of a 
Circulating medium occasioned by the dearth of 
the precious metals. Having reaped a hand- 
some harvest by his operations in. this line, the 
Peace found him comfortably established as a 
reputable and substantial citizen, and holding 
among his secret associates, a rank pre-eminent. 
Of Dr. Charles Mitchell we need at present but 
to say, that he was chiefly relied upon for filling 
in the signatures to the notes manufactured by 
the confederacy ; that after passing through an 
active life of crime, and serving the penalties of 
several convictions, he has at length settled 
down in Philadelphia, where he now remains. 
Smith Davis, is pretty well known in this part 
of the country as the “King of the Koneyackers,” 
the last term being a flash name for spurious 
money. This man was sentenced, in 1838, to 
the Sing-Sing State prison for eight years, and 
his time consequently expires some time dur- 
ing the approaching summer. 

These men and their band had heard of the 
fame of Lyman Parkes, and like the arch spirit 
of evil who presided over their councils, devis- 
ed means of corrupting him into their diabolical 
confederacy. How strangely does fate work its 
miracles! Hundreds of miles lay between these 
two isolated parties. They were separated by 
still wider and more violently antagonistic 
moral qualities and influences. The pale, pa- 
tient, gentle devotee of an elevated passion for 
eternal knowledge, had no single impulse, aspi- 
Fation, or idea in congeniality with the grasping, 
covetous and ingrained souls of those coarse 
worshippers of a gross and grovelling deity—yet 
an inscrutable and unaccountable power was in- 
terweaving their destinies in the same dark and 
hopeless horoscope ! 

Watching the successive stages of his con- 
suming melancholy and depression, Smith 
Davis, who was commissioned with the develish 
task of his criminal conversion, rejoiced as he 
saw his victim approach nearer and nearer to 
that stage of want which renders the sufferer pow- 
erless against temptation, and bends the haugh- 
tiest resolution into reluctant and timorous obe- 
dience.. The climax arrived, and he introduced 
himself to the unconscious object of his prey.— 
Parkes received an order for the engraving of a 
plate on a well-known Boston Bank, with 
ecarcely an inquiry as to the object of his em- 
ployer; and when he was voluntarily informed 
by Davis that he was the Cashier of the institu- 
tion in question, and that an accident had injur- 
ed the old plate, so as to render it unfit for use, 
it scarcely challenged areply. In due time the 
plate was finished, and when it was submitted 
to the assembled band, at St. Amiens, it was 
universally pronounced far superior to the best 
specimens of Crane and Seneca Paige, two res- 
idents of Vermont, who were considered at the 
time, the most accomplished counterfeit engra- 
versin the country. Another job succeeded 
the above, and was as readily accepted by Ly- 
man, who rejoiced that he could sustain him- 
self by an occupation which secured to him the 
solitude of his own home. 

Having now fairly got his victim within his 
toils, and having partly prepared him for his 
final conversion by frequent and insiduous con- 
versations, now flattering his genius and now 
arousing his latent avarice with dazzling repre- 
gentations of the triumphs he might secure if 
the possessor of sudden wealth, Davis decided 
to take possession of him body and soul and dis- 
closed to him his true character and purposes. 
The artizan threw down his tools and stood 
aghast. Davis wound and doubled through a 
web of ingenious and paralyzing sophistry 
which soothed the engraver into reflection ; 
and pereeiving his advantage, he then follow- 
ed in rapid and powerful assaults with the 
arguments with which specious knavery as- 
saults the discontented mind. The mechanic 
was shaken but not corrapted. His daughter's

The keen, quick, and 
penetrating eye of Davis, did not loose one con- 
vulsion of his victim, and having produced the 
desired effect upon his unresisting mind, drew 
near him while the officers were searching an- 
other portion of the room, and whispered in his 
ear—‘‘ keep a good heart we shall escape.” 

It was near dark and the officers directed the 
prisoners to prepare to go. Parkes asked the 
privilege to make a few arrangements before 
leaving, which being granted, he left his daugh- 
ter at a neighbor’s house, with the word that he 
was about to leave town, fora few days, and 
then got into the wagon which brought his pur- 
suers to his door, and drove with them to the 
neighboring village. There in the course of the 
night, by a pre-arranged plan, Davie arranged 
the escape and flying with Parkes to the other 
side of the border, brought him formally into 
the confederacy. The Devil and Smith Davis 
had triumphed, and there was a simultaneous 
rejoicing in hell and the den at St. Amiens.

The freedom of living which insensibly took 
place among the whole troop, in consequence of 
the sudden influx of young Barrington’s money 
was such, that, on their er iva! at Londonderry, 
they found the whole stock nearly exhausted.

they artfully determined not, on any account, to 
circulate in that part of the kingdom in which 
they were obtained. This precaution became 
peraieer necessary; for several gentlemen 

aving been robbed, the town took the alarm, 
which was the greater, or at least made the more 
noise, from the rarity of such events in that part 
of the kingdom, where picking of pockets is 
said to be very little practised or known. But 
whatever the alarm was, or whatever noise it 
made, neither Barrington nor his aceomplice 
were suspected. They, however, resolved to

From Ballyshannon, on his recovery, he 
moved to the southward, with his faithful Miss

Barrington, however, virtuous in his attach- 
ment to Miss Egerton, was for some time incon- 
solable for the loss which he had just sustained ; 
but, being neither of an age nor of a temper pro- 
pitious to the continuation of sorrowful sensa- 
tions, he hastened to Limerick, where he hoped 
to meet Price, his old accomplice. On his arri- 
val in that city, he learned that the person after 
whom he had inquired had set out for Cork ten 
days before, and thither our adventurer followed 
him, and found him within an hour after he en- 
tered the town gates. - On their meeting, it was 
agreed on by them never to think more of the 
stage ; a resolution which was_the more easily 
executed, as the company to which they belonged 
originally, was now broken up and dispersed. 
It was besides settled between them, that Price 
should pass for Barrington’s servant; and that 
Barrington should act the part of a young gentle- 
man of large fortune, and of a noble family, 
who was not yet quite of age, but, until he 
should attain that period, travelled for his amuse- 
ment. In pursuance of this hopeful scheme, 
horses were purchased, and the master and man 
now united as knight errant and esquire, an 
well equipped for every purpose of depredation, 
accordingly took their determination to act their 
several parts in the wide field of adventure; and 
thus, in the summer of 1772, as the race-grounds 
in the South of Ireland presented themselves as 
the fairest ob,ects, they hastened to these new 
scenes of spoilation, and were successful even 
beyond their expectation. Picking pockets 
being rather new among the gentry in Ireland, 
their want of precaution rendered them a more 
easy prey to Mr. Barrington and his accomplice, 
who found means to retire to Cork on the set- 
ting in of winter, with a booty of nearly £1008. 
In this city they found it convenient to fix their 
residence, at least till the next spring. And now 
it was that Barrington first determined with 
himself to become what has been called a GEN- 
TLEMAN PICKPOCKET, and to attect both the airs 
and importance of a man of fashion. Hence, in 
addition to the turpitude of his new profession 
he would have conceived himself defective, had 
he forborne to have entered into the full routine 
of debauchery and dissipation, including drunk- 
enness, gaming, quarrelling, and all their vari- 
ous etceteras, which swell the catalogue of 
crime and remorse ; and for a short time rather 
seduce, than gratif| the appetites of the young 
and thoughtless profligate. In this desperate ca- 
reer of vice and folly, it was the fate of Price 
the preceptor of Barrington, to be first detected 
in the very act of picking the pocket of the 
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ness, and disgusted with the obseu a life 
of rative retirement, such as that he Jed in 
the rok capital ; so that when the spring and the 
fine weather that accompanied it returned, he 
went to the races, which usually are at that sea- 
son of the year in the counties to the southward.

As your case presents itself I do not see but 
I must enforce the utmost rigor against you that Con- 
gress has provided,—The prisonec was then sentenced 
to three years imprisonment and to pay a fine of $800. 

Emigrati0on.—Through the polite attention of Geo. 
W. Anderson, Esq., commissioner and superintendent

orge Gurnett, Eeq., Clerk of the Peace, and one o 
the most scale Mi trates of the city, proceeded with 
the High Constable and officer Trotter, to the house 
of one Faiffield, on the borders of the Newcastle Dis- 
trict. We learn that at some little distance, say 10 or 
12 rods from the road, and at the rear of the house, 
there was a so-called blacksmith’s shop (a most un- 
promising locality for the trade), with its only door and 
window closed; although Sol’s beams were falling on 
the spot as graciously as ever.—Smoke was issuing 
from the chimney of the supposed forge, which in- 
creased any suspicion previously entertained. The 
door (fastened when admittance was required), was 
eventually , and two persons, Fairfield and his 
journeyman Moses Long, were found. 

Long stooped to the ground, and then soughtto leave 
the place, but was stopped by High Constable Higgins. 
and on searching him there were found several coun- 
terfeit dollar pieces. A dilizent search was then made 
through the premises. The press was found wo be 
taken away, but the sleeper of the shaft, and the up- 
right were found, and eventually the ehaft itself was 
found boxed in the weather boarding, but very loose- 
ly : the screws, however, were wanting. In addition 
were found a vessel containing silver operated on by 
some acid ; another coment ens Saree: acid ; as also 
some fine files, and moulds for holding coin. Mr. 
nett then proceeded to Ste ’s tavern, having sent 
Higgins and Scripture, with the prisoners, to Bow- 
manville. In the ball room of Stephen’s house, a num- 
ber of new Mexican dollars were found in a chest fil- 
led with female appare}, and acrucible in some wheat. 
The chest and apparei Mrs. Long claimed as her own, 
but denied all knowledge of the counterfeit dollars. 
In the cellar was the frame work of a coining press, 
and an iron vessel to heat the blanks previously to 
striking. From lack of strength, Mr. Gurnett took no 
further steps till the morrow. On arriving at Ste- 
phens’s on the morning of the 23rd, he found that the 
shaft hid been cut down during the night, and part of 
it was then on fire. Stephens was then handcuffed 
-~ ecgeget on to Toron.o, where he is now safely 

odged. 


The dollars are of the date of 1842, and may be 
known by the X in “ Mexican” being larger and out of 
proportion with the other letters; their surface seem- 
ing greasy or slippery to the touch, while the ring is 
sharper than that of the current coin, and most have 
the edges pliin.

Up to this time he ‘eseed never to have seen 
Bonney, From this time he confessed to have been 
a dealer in counteafeit money,—and Bonny corrupted 
his innocence. Almest immediately upon his arrival 
at Nauvoo, he was taken sick and confined to his 
room. In order to render probable the tale of Bonney’s 
corrupting him, he stated that Bonney, upon this 
short acquaintance, was accustomed to go for his 
physician and act as his nurse. I have seen the 
attending physician, and conversed with him, and 
he assures me that Bonney never Came for him, that 
Bonney never acted as Young’s nurse, and that to

The facts above stated I have, with the exception of

Case oF Reusen Row.ey—A SuPPLEMENT TO 
THE ExPosE oF Jonn B, Govcu.—Having satis- 
factorily disposed of the celebrated Walker street 
temperance apostle, by substantiating regularly, 
in good time, and by the most irrefragable testi- 
mony, every one of our charges, we now come 
to the fulfilment of our promises in relation to 
the Reuben Rowley, of Wrentham, the old gen- 
tleman who was so “‘ unmercifully drugged” out 
of $28,000, by a mysterious stranger, with a 
malacatoon peach and a small glass of gin and 
peppermint, on the 27th of September last. 

The time for this has very opportunely arrived 
within the present week, by the escape of Row- 
ley from the Worcester Lunatic Asylum, in ex- 
pectation of which circumstance we had patient- 
ly delayed the following statement of facts until 
the present time. 

Our readers, and that comprises the whole 
public, will recollect, that at noon on the 27th 

September, through the issue of an extra slip 
from this office, they were apprised of the cir- 
cumstances of the robbery of a valise containing 
$28,000, the property of Mr. Reuben Rowley, of 
Wrentham, Massachusetts, by a stranger who 
had drugged him for the purpose with a poison- 
ous peach while on his way to this city on board 
the steamer Massachusetts. 

At first, this story was universally believed, 
and we, among the rest were duped. Police offi- 
cers flew hither and thither, the eight hundred 
municipals of the city were scouring the town 
for a great exploit ; suspected parties were ar- 
raigned in N. York and Philadelphia ; suits were 
instituted by the indignant victims for false im- 
prisonment ; and altogether, during a period of 
some aix weeks, an aggregate sum of not less 

than $10,000 was expended by officers in va- 


rious parts of the United States, (to say noth- 
ing of the untiring efforts that were wasted,) 
to catch the diabolical stranger with a full 
breast and short whiskers, who had so unmer- 
cifully drugged the unfortunate old gentleman, 
with a glass of gin and peppermint, on top of a 
malacatoon peach, all for to get his valise with 
the $28,000. 

Being applied to personally and particularly in 
the matter, by Mr. a himself, we went to 
considerable expense, le two visits to Bos- 
ton, and even made an arrest there, and brought 
a man to this city for his inspection, under the 
supposition that we had caught the veritable 
Mr. Southgate, with the glib tongue and the 
downy cheek. On that occasion Mr. Rowley, 
after having fortified himself with a gin-sling, 
betrayed great agitation, started from the place 
of his concealment as if he would have recog- 
nized and denounced the person we had in 
charge, but suddenly halting, exclaimed that he 
never saw such a resemblance in his life! and if 
Southgate had a brother in the world, that man 
was he! This was te console us for our mis- 
take. From this moment our confidence in 
Mr. Rowley’s story began to wane, and not- 
withstanding he showed us a statement made 
out by his two elder daughters, to the effect that 
they had counted the money which their father 
had put in his valise, immediately previous to 
his departure for New York, on the 26th Sep- 


asservations of his unimpeachable integrity, our 
doubts kept progressing very rapidly to the point 
of absolute disbelief. Having determined to 
investigate the matter thoroughly, we resolved 
not to be baffled by the assurances of Mr. 
Rowley’s piety and high moral character that 
met us on every side, but rejecting every thing 
that was visionary, we determined to content 
ourselves with nothing else but facts, and to form 
our opinions upon their legimate deductions. 

What then were these facts? Mr. Rowley 
came to this city on the 27th December, alleg- 
ing himself to have been robbed of an amount 
of $28,000, in four $500 bills on the Suffolk 
Bank of Boston; four $500 bills on the Mer- 
chants’ Bank, one $500 bill on the Atlantic 
Bank, and one $500 on the Shawmut Bank ; 
two thousand dodars in bills of the Wrentham 
Bank, and the remainder in various banks of 
this State. To our questions as to what he in- 
tended to do with this money, he at different 
times had made different replies. Once, he 
said he had brought it here for the purpose of 
paying off some debts, and investing the balance 
in stocks $ again, he said that he had thought of 
investing it in stocks until spring, when he in- 
tended to go to Europe, and make arrangements 
for extending his varnishing business; and at 
length, being hardly pressed for a more satisfac- 
tory reason than either of the above, he some- 
what petulently replied, that he had intended to 
invest it in cranberries, and to forestall the 
whole Boston market, and then to force them to 
what price he pleased. This settled the main 
point, that the man was a rogue, for he had told 
us that the $28,000 was more than he was worth, 
and that a portion of the amount had been 
raised on time. He was, therefore, even if 
his story were true, about to gamble with the 
money which belonged to others. Having 
sounded the man’s moral sense with ‘so short a 
plummet, all was plain sailing from that time 
out, and a litile further investigation exposed 
to us his whole fraud, in its entire nakedness 
and enormity. 

We will here drop the minutia of the subse- 
quent disclosures and give the results which our 
pursuit of the affair has placed in our possession, 
until we arrive again at the point where we left 
off. 

Reuben Rowley was born in the northern part 
of the State of New York. Reuben Rowley 
married a wife by whom he had two daughters. 
Reuben Rowley’s wife departed this life and ‘n 
due time, Reuben Rowley married a Miss Blake, 
his present wife, and by her obtained consid- 
erable property. Reuben Rowley was the pri- 
vate secretary and general agent of Robert 
Blake, his father-in-law, a man of wealth, who 
in consequence of Reuben Rowley’s connexion 
with his family, loaned him several heavy gums 
and took notes or due bills for the same. Mr. 
Blake carried these papers on his per:un, but 





tember; and notwithstanding his tears and 4 


having on his passage between New York and | 


Boston perished in the ili fated Lexington, the: 
vouchers went with his body to the bottom of 
the sound, and Reuben Rowley wept with hisone 
eye over the joint misfortune. Mr. Blake's 
property was divided among his heirs, but 
Reuben Rowley who was always considered 
an able financier, got the largest slice, by bring- 
ing in some heavy claims against the estate, for 
services et cet. This occasioned some stir and 
fluttering among the heirs at the time, and the 
words “ swindling and forgery” flitted vaguely 
about among them, but were laid at length at 
rest, by the severe piety and correctness of 

Reuben Rowley’s life. 

The daughters of Reuben Rowley’s first wife 
were growing fast towards womanhood : but a 
new progeny was springing up from the second 
connexion. Whether the last branch was adverse 
ful to the first, it is not for us to say ; but it was 
evident that Reuben Rowley loved his two old- 
est daughters, and we detect the partial bent of 
his affections when we find him transferring the 
property from the source and issue that brought 
it to him, into the hands of the earlier offspring 
who were nearest to his heart. Six thousand 
dollars in a single sum, the proceeds of Uld 
Blake’s property and for which Reuben Rowley 
was indebted to his second wife, was divided 
between his cherished favorites. They were 
his counsellors, his companions. They were 
partners to his speculations, his plans, and his 
goings to and fro ; and in almost every transac- 
tion of any magnitude, we find these talented 
young ladies holding an interest and exercising 
an agency. We do not speak disparagingly. 
We are merely stating facts, and if truth, will 
not, chameleon like, alter its complexion be- 
cause of a gentle neighborhood, we are not 
called upon to apologize for its rough realities. 

Reuben Rowley found himself growing rich 
and famous. He built himself a splendid resi- 
dence which was the gem of Wregtham. He 
rose to high distinction in the church, the title 
of deacon was within his grasp, and the odour 
of his sanctity awed the whole town into a re- 
spectful and solemn reverence. Reuben Row- 
ley was above public opinion. He had achieved 
a satisfactory solution of the great problem of 
hypocrisy so successfully attested by Brother 
Gough and others,—that from the cringing slave 
comes the imperious defier, and finding himself 
in this happy condition, he very naturally set 
himeelf to work to reap its advantages. With the 
scheme of his ownrobbery well digested in his 
mind, Reuben Rowley commenced most assid- 
uously the accumulation of property upon credit, 
and during the past year, though we find him ag- 
gregating heavy sums, we do not find him pay- 
ing his current debts in any quarter. With a 
profusion of ready cash at his disposal, we find 
him running into debt even on the most trifling 
scores, and every now and then getting large 
and valuable lots of silk and lace goods, jewelry, 
furniture, carpeting, &c. &c., which he would 
secretly turn into cash, to lay by for the‘ benefit 
of the villanous Mr. Southgate, with the full 
breastand short whiskers, who was predestined 
to drug him and to rob him so villanously and 
unmercifully on board the steamboat Massachu- 
setts on the 27th September, in the year of our 

Lord One thousand eight hundred and forty-five. 
One instance of th¥s mode of aggregation will 
sutfice. Sometime in the month of June last he 
purchased $2000 worth of cloths and dry goods 
of Messrs. Fales & Dana, of Boston, and had 
them directed to the care of a “‘ Mr. Sackett,” 
Auburn, New York. What became of these 
goods, it is impossible to tell, as inquiries in 
Aubum inform us that there is no Mr. Sackett 
there, and that there has not been such a person 
in that place within the memory of the persons 
whom we charged with the investigation. Well, 
shortly after this purchase, Reuben Rowley takes 
his two daughters and sets out for the northern 
part of the State of New York, and we find him in 
Maysville, Chatauque county in the early part of 
the month of July. He owned some land there, 
and had sold a piece to a Mr. Elisha Sackett, 
there resident, for the sum of $500, for which 
Mr. Sackett had given him a note which at the 
above time had still about three months to run. 
On meeting Rowley, Mr. Sackett told him 
that in consequence of some disappointments 
he would not be able to pay that note when it 
fell due ; and that he would therefore retum 
the deed which conferred the ownership of the 





Reuben Rowley «greed, and took the deed and 
tore itup. Sackett then asked for his note that 
that also might be destroyed; but Rowley told 
him that he had left it at home, but would 
destroy it immediately upon his return. Satis- 
fied with this assurance from a man of such 
rigid morals, Mr. Sackett thought no more of 
the business. We shall see by and by how 
Reuben Rowley kept his promise, and how he 
eventually disposed of Mr. Sackett’s paper. 

The property having thus unexpectedly came 
back into Mr. Rowley’s hands, he found it ne- 
cessary to dispose of it previous to getting rob- 
bed by the rascally Mr. Southgate, aforesaid, 
so he accordingly transferred it; to wit: 34 25- 
100 acres of land, (as we find by reference te 
the records of the clerk’s office of Chatauque 
county) to Amanda M. Rowley, and Irene P. 
Rowley, jointly by deed on the 21st July—con- 
sideration $268. Having taken this wise pre- 
caution against the events which his conspiring 
forecast detected in the future, Reuben Rowley, 
by way of keeping his hand in, borrowed the 
trifling sum of $10 from a gentleman of Mays- 
ville, on the promise to send it back immedi- 
ately on his arrival home, and then left the place 
to return to Wrentham. It is hardly necessary 
for us to say that this never was repayed. 

The season being now pretty well advanced, 
it was necessary that Reuben Rowley should 
bestir himself, and make hay while the harvest 
lasted. He accordingly went to work in right 
good earnest, and doubled the number of his 
exploits, and consequently doubled the amount 
of his pelf. He obtained a sum of $1,600 from 
a lady in this city; he exchanged notes with a 
male relation of hers, to the amount of $500 
more. He purchased several hundred dollars 
worth of carpeting from. Doggett & Co., in 
Boston ; he obtained $700 worth of jewelry, 
&c., from Davis, Palmer & Co., of the same 
city, by false representations. He got a large 
amount of splendid furnitdre from another estab- 
lishment, among which was a superb piano 
forte, worth, as we have been told, between 
$500 and $600, besides magnificent mirrors, 
&e. &c., nearly all of which, he gave or sold to 
his daughters; and tocrown the whole, he took 
the $500 note of Sackett, that worthless, value- 
less piece of paper, which he had promised to 
destroy, and the consideration of which had 
been annulled, and with some other paper, of 
about equal value, gave it as collateral security 
for a sum of $2000, which he borrowed from 


This latter sum he gave to his daughters, on the 
eve of his memorable departure for New York; 
and then being all prepared, he set out with 
perfect resignation on the fatal voyage, in which 
he clearly foresaw that he would be robbed by 
a mysterious stranger, with a full breast, short 
whiskers, glib-tongue, a poisoned peach, and a 
glass of gin and peppermint, out of his valise and 
a sum of $28,000. This being about $10,000 
more than he can account for having had, 
induces the belief that his betrayer must have 
been either the devilor Jonathan Williams, both 
of whom, as can readily be proved by the same 
witnesses against each, are capable of any thing 
in the way of drugging and its afterclaps. This 
latter presumption is vastly strengthened too by 
the fact that though these diabolical agents took 
Reuben Rowley’s valise, and all his money and 
more too, they left the baggage ticket in his pock- 
et, so that he might make oath against the 
Steamboat Company for the purposes of a pros- 
ecution for its recovery. That was for all the 
world like the devil or Jonathan Williams, for 
that. little ruse might give them a hold upon 
Reuben Rowley’s soul, by inducing him to take 
the oath preliminary to the prosecution for dama- 


ges.

Case or Porrer.—ConpiTionaL Parpons.— 
The case of this man, recently pardoned by 
Governor Wright from the State Prison, on 
condition that he should leave'the State, comes 
up this day in the Court of Oyer and Terminer, 
to decide whether he shall be remanded to his 
confinement, for disobeying the provision of his 
release, by remaining within our jurisdiction. 
To our simple judgment, the Governor of the 
State of New-York, or any other power within 
it, has no more right to send George Potter back 
to the State Prison after having released him 
from thence, than he has to eend there the first 
person in the street. It is in derogation of the 
constitution, it is in violation of every principle 
of our institutions, for any potentate to say to a 
human being who is treed from the law’s control, 
‘¢ you shall not exist upon this or thut portion of 
the soil within my jurisdiction.” This objurga- 
tion might come with considerable force from a 
monarch, for he would have a right to command a 
subject out of his own realm; but no mere ser- 
vant of the People has a right to so regal an as- 
sumption. Every human being, uncharged with 
a specific and substantive offence, has a right to 
breathe the air and enjey the soil of any portion 
of our benificent republic. No official whim 
can abrogate this eternal right. The absurdity 
of the whole system of executive pardons is in 
no view so strikingly illustrated as by the feature 
of conditional remission of offences, and we 
hope the time ie not far distant when this mo- 
narchical branch of the prerogative will be trans- 
ferred from an individual, to the representatives 
of that People, against whom alone the offences 
of the criminal have been committed. The case 
of Potter and the principle involved in it, is, in 
this view, a very important one, and we hope to 
see it decided consistently with the spirit and 
intentions of our great democratic scheme. 
The criminal in question need not escape, for 
“there are other charges against him; but it 
would be better far that he should go free for- 
ever, than that a great principle should be viola- 
ted. It is but a question of a few more pockets 
to be picked by Potter, in opposition to the vio- 
lation of a great cardinal principle. 





Tue Last or Goucu.—This man—this hypo- 
crite—had the effrontery to present himself 
before the assemblage convened at the Tab- 
ernacle on Tuesday evening to celebrate the 
anniversary of ‘‘ Association No. 11 of the 
Daughters of Temperance.”

» Execurive Paanors. —~Theabject of execu- 


tive pardons, since we have taken the pains to 
expose their evil influence, appears to have at- 
tracted a pretty wide attention from the press ; 
and they generally adopt the case cited by us, of 
Governor Porter’s flagrant abuse of the preroga- 
tive, as a strong and just example. With the 
exception of some nonsense in the Express, and 
some twaddle of similar absurdity in Corporal 
Streeter’s organ, the subject has been treated by 
all with considerable force and conclusiveness 
against the system. The expression of the press 
is generally a fair criterion of the opinion of the 
public, and now that we can fairly calculate up- 
on a preponderating opposition to this constitu- 
tional feature, we hope to see some substantial 
and energetic movement made in relation to it 
in the approaching convention. 

The pardoning power is a purely monarchical 
prerogative, and finds no place in the functions 
of a mere executive officer, such as a governor 
of a republican State. It is one of those adverse 
and incongruous elements which were years ago 
introduced bodily into our system from the 
English economy, and has no more business in 
a democratic scheme of government than the 
sceptre and the crown. Ina monarchy, where 
all offences are committed against the King’s 
peace and dignity, it is consistent with the the- 
ory to allow the eupreme authority the privilege 
of pardoning offences against. himself; but it is 
in derogation of the rights of the People, it is in 


is demoralizing in influence and dangerous in 
practice to invest a mere executive officer ina 
republic with such august and imperial func- 
tions. If the power lodges any where, it is 
found in the body of the representatives of the 
People in state congress assembled. No where 
else. 





REcOvERY OF REUBEN RowLEY.—We reciev- 
ed news by private letter from Boston on Wed- 
nesday last, that Reuben Rowley the old gentle- 
man, whom we have referred to so often, as the 
person who alledged himself to have been drug- 
ged and robbed of $28,000, on board the Steam- 
boat Massachusetts, in September last, by a fel- 
low in short whiskers which were brushed back- 
wards, has been found at his house at Wren- 
tham, whither it appears he made his way after 
his escape from the Lunatic Asylum at Worces- 
ter, on Friday last. His family express their 
willingness to give him up. 





OursELVES.— We have been compelled, at va- 
rious times, since the establishment of this pa-
